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WARNS OF ‘CHAOS 
OVER DELAY ON 
COUNTY POLICE 


Metcalfe Makes Appeal 
for Operating Funds 
but Council Takes No 
Action. 


Walter L. Metcalfe, chairman 
of the new St. Louis County 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
warned the County Council last 
night that a “condition of chaos 
can exist unless immediate steps 
are taken to provide the police 
department with necessary man- 
power and equipment” by July 1. 

Despite Metcalfe’s plea, the 
council took no action on the de- 
partment’s request for $343,698 
in operating funds for the six 
months beginning July 1, when 
it will take over law enforce- 
ment powers from the Sheriff 
and four constables in the unin- 
corporated areas. 

After hearing from Metcalfe, 
Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley and the 


four constables, the council re-. 


ferred all budget requests to 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews who said he would 
submit recommended budgets 
for the police, sheriff's office 
and constables at next Wednes- 
day’s meeting of the council. 

In asking for quick action on 
what he called a minimum budg- 
et, Metcalfe pointed out the po- 
lice department has not yet been 
given notice what quarters it will 
occupy, what detention facilities 
will be provided or what phys- 
ical properties will be delivered 
to it. 

“With the department going 
into full operation just four 
weeks from tomorrow, a situa- 
tion of the gravest import faces 
St. Louis county,” he warned. 

Despite repeated attempts, the 
Council was unable to get a 
budget estimate from Mosley for 
the operation of his office for 
the last six months of the year. 

“TI, as Sheriff, want someone 
more intelligent than I to tell 
me what my duties and respon- 
sibilities will be after July 1,” 
he said. “I must have a ruling

The committee members laid 
the proposal before President 
Eisenhower yesterday and got | 
his general approval. It fol- | 
lows to some extent a recom- 
mendation of the Defense De- 
partment. 


Would Replace Present Laws. 

The plan was built around a | 
general inclusion of military 
personnel, for the first time, un- | 
der social security laws now 
covering most working civilians. | 
It would replace an existing 
complex of laws on Government 
benefits for dependents of mili- 
tary men who died in or as a 
result of service. 


Survivors now are paid under 
five separate programs handled 
by different agencies. The com- | 
mittee, at hearings, learned that 
thousands never apply for all 


the payments to which they are 
entitled. 


The group heard also that 
some surviving dependents get 
such small government checks 
they suffer, while others—draw-

Wars are not yet obsolete, but 
they are obsolescent. This is | 
because they are becoming too | 
costly for the gains that war 
may bring.

The first is the development of 
new .weapons, such as airplanes | 
and atomic bombs, that open an 
entire nation to devastating at- | 
tack by the enemy.

Time Scale of Obsolescence. 

The time scale of the obso- 
lescence of war is essentially | 
the rate of social change, the 
rate of growth of the interde-| 
pendence among nations for | 
their economic and cultural wel- | 
fare.

Tito to Khrushchev 


Official communiques do not always tell the 
whole story, and so the joint declaration issued 
by Tito and his Russian guests must be treated 
with reserve. Judging by what is visible, how- 
ever, the talks appear to have ended as they 
began, with Tito refusing to be, lured back into 
the camp of the Cominform. 

Tito’s insistence that the talks should confine 
themselves to governmental as opposed to party 
relationships shows in the declaration. Nothing 
is said about a happy reunion of the divorced 
Communist parties of the two countries. 

On the contrary, the Russians accept the prin- 
ciple of non-interference in another country’s in- 
ternal affairs “for whatever reason, whether of 
an economic, political or ideological nature.” 
They argue for “peaceful co-existence among na- 
tions regardless of ideological differences or dif- 
ferences of social order.” And they vow “respect 
for the sovereignty, independence, integrity and 
equality” of all states. | 

These are fairly well-worn phrases whose pre- 
cise meaning can only be spelled out in action. 
But it seems clear that Tito did resist any Soviet 
blandishments for an ideological love-feast on 
some newly discovered Marxist bridge between 
the various forms of Communist dogma. He is 
all for friendship between peoples and govern- 
ments, but evidently not for a restoration of 
the party structure by which Moscow hoped to 
contro] its satellites. 

Apparently no agreements were reached on 
immediate steps to improve trade and political 
relations between the two governments, for the 
declaration only says that “further steps” will 
be taken in this regard. 

As for the joint call for creation of a world 
climate more favorable to negotiated settlements 
of outstanding problems, that is couched tn gen- 
eral terms and represents no new policy on the 
part of either government. 

Moscow no doubt will make propaganda use 
of Tito’s signature on a call for settlements in 
Germany and Formosa, but, read closely, this 
part of the declaration does not in fact endorse 
the Moscow position on those questions. Almost 
anybody could be in. favor of a “democratic” 
German settlement and of satisfying Red China’s 
“legitimate rights.” The issue is how to define 
those terms, and on that the declaration is silent. 

So an extraordinary episode in the Soviet 
Union's new “friendship” policy under Khrush- 
chev and Bulganin comes to a close. On the face 
of it, Tito is left even stronger, even more inde- 
pendent than he was. The big boys of Moscow 
came to him, not he to them; and such improve- 
ment of relations as may now take place will be 
on his terms, not theirs. 

Taken altogether, the episode is another sign 
that some powerful motive is driving the Soviet 
leaders toward peaceful adjustment of their ex- 
ternal relations. Whatever the motive, the West 
should be prepared for further initiatives by 
Moscow, perhaps even more extraordinary than 
this one. 
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How the Aid Fight Was Won 

The Eisenhower Administration has won a 
major legislative victory in the overwhelming 
58-to-18 vote for its foreign aid bill in the 
Senate. Merely to say this, however, would be 
utterly uninformative. The citizen needs to 
know how the victory was won 

In the first place the chief backer of the 
bill was Democratic Senator George of Georgia, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee. 
He had to beat back a long series of restricting 
amendments led by President Eisenhower's 
G.O.P. Senate Leader, Knowland of California 
Republican opposition reached such a point that 
Senator George finally told the G.O.P. side: “If 
you fellows want to defeat this bill, do it openly; 
don’t attack it underground.” 

Senator George's shot was thoroughly justi- 
fied. Republican Senators Jenner and Capehart 
of Indiana, McCarthy of Wisconsin, Malone of 
Nevada, Potter of Michigan and others all sought 
to hobble the legislation. Counting Senators 
paired and reported as well as voting, here is 
the final lineup: 


FOR AGAINST 
Democrats —- — 38 8 
Republicans —— 32 12 
This breakdown shows that even after the 


Republican obstructionists had been defeated in 
all their sniping attacks, the President's party 
gave the Administration bill less support and 
more opposition than the Democrats. 
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India’s Quiet Co-operation 

Manufacture of the Salk anti-polio vaccine 
brings science into conflict with certain age-old 
religious beliefs. For centuries many groups of 
peoples in India have regarded all monkeys as 
descended from their ape-god, Hanuman. For 
this reason monkeys are sacred to many Indians 
and in their state of Utta Pradesh alone it is 
estimated that there are 50,000,000 monkeys. No 
matter how much damage these bothersome ani- 
mals do to grains and in other ways,-many In- 
dians will not harm them or even drive them off. 

Yet India is the only country in the world 
with the Rhesus monkey in numbers sufficient 
to provide the monkey kidneys required for the 
production of the vaccine. In March a shipment 


of 340 monkeys was suffocated at a London air- | 


port while in transit to the United States. This 
upset animal protection groups in England as 
well as India. Letters appeared in protest 
against the cruelty and a ban on export of 
monkeys was announced in New Delhi. 

Now without public announcement India has 
lifted the embargo. What Prime Minister Nehru’s 
government is trying to do is to cooperate with 
the United States’ efforts to save humankind 
from the dread effects of polio—without offend- 
ing the many Indians who still hold the monkey 
sacred. The next time some weekly magazine, 
newspaper or commentator criticizes Prime Min- 
ister Nehru as unfriendly to the Western de- 
mocracies, if not somewhat pro-Communist, this 
matter of the urgent shipment of monkeys to our 


vaccine laboratories ought to be remembered. 
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Passport Denied 

The State Department's Passport Office has 
too often prevented Americans from freely 
traveling outside of the United States. Today's 
Mirror of Public Opinion article discusses exam- 
ples of this office’s inscrutable actions. The 
case of Dr. Otto Nathan fully illustrates the point. 

Dr. Nathan is executor of the estate of the 
late Albert Einstein. He hopes to go to Switzer- 
land next month for a scientific conference deal- 
ing with Einstein's unpublished works—a matter 
of profound scientific interest. 

On March 15 in Washington, United States 
District Judge Henry A. Schweinhaut ordered 
the State Department to give Dr. Nathan a 
“prompt” hearing. There has been no hearing. 
Late in May, the Judge issued an oral ordér for 
the Passport Office to grant a passport. No pass- 
port has been issued. On June 1, Judge Schwein- 
haut signed a written order, and observed that 
“the Court of Appeals has a right to reverse 


this court but the Department of State cannot.” 
Dr. Nathan's case will show whether the Pass- 
port Office considers itself bigger than our courts. 
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No Useful Purpose? 

One of the strangest of President Eisenhower's 
stands is that there is no need for a special com- 
mission of outstanding citizens to study and 
guide the Federal Government's controversial 
lovalty-security program. The need has been 
crystal clear for at least six years and it is ag- 
gravated now with conflict in Mr. Eisenhower's 
own Administration as to what should be done. 

Attorney General Brownell, who presumably 
speaks for the White House on such matters, 
thinks the security program is just about all 
right as it is. He says that a special commission 
on the problem would “serve no useful purpose.” 

But Mr. Brownell is not the only appointee of 
Mr. Eisenhower who is having something to say 
on this subject. Harry P. Cain, now a member of 
the Subversive Activities Control Board, finds 
plenty that is wrong with it. 

In his,testimony before a Senate Government 
Operations subcommittee Mr. Cain says the Gov- 
ernment should provide counsel for every per- 
son accused as a security risk. He says that an 
accused employe should not be suspended before 
he has been given a hearing unless the charge 
is of the gravest sort. 

The former G.O.P. Senator says that a screen- 
ing board or hearing process should be estab- 
lished to evaluate derogatory information so as 
to give only proper weight to rumors and triviali- 
ties. He says that Mr. Brownell’s so-called or- 
ganizations blacklist should be thoroughly over- 
hauled and that accurate information be com- 
piled. He says there should be a training school 
for this important work so that security officers 
will do a competent but not overzealous job. 

Mr. Cain makes other wholly sensible pro- 
posals but these are enough to show that there 
is real need for a commission. To its credit the 
Senate subcommittee of four Democrats and 
three Republicans voted unanimously in favor 
of the creation of a commission of 12 members— 
two appointed from the executive branch, two 
from the Senate, two from the House and six 
from private life. 

The President would add to his stature if he 
admitted that the Brownell-Cain debate proved 
the need for a commission and said frankly that 
he would be glad to sign the bill and participate 
in the selection of the commission members.

The Board of Education's first chance to re- 
act formally to passage of the $16,395,000 school 
bond issue will come at the June meeting.

Leading Out for Freedom 

Representative McCormack of Massachusetts, 
in his resolution of support for the struggles of 
colonial peoples for independence, proposes a 
constructive contribution to the world’s struggle 
for peace. The House Democratic leader points 
out with reason that United States representa- 
tives have sometimes followed an “equivocal” 
line. Freedom-hungry countries of Asia, Africa 
and the Near East meanwhile are looking for con- 
sistent friendliness to their aspirations. Where 
could they more fittingly receive it than from 
the country that practiced its preachings by giv- 
ing independence to the Philippines? The Mc- 
Cormack resolution would declare it to be: 


The sense of the Congress that the United 
States should administer its foreign policies 
and programs, and exercise its influence 
through its membership in the United Na- 
tions and in other international organizations 
so as to support efforts to achieve self- 
government. 


The most remarkable phenomenon in this 
postwar world is not the hydrogen bomb, re- 
markable though that is, but the ferment for 
freedom in the minds of peoples the world over. 
The Soviet Union has perceived as much and 
sought to appear as the leader of these revolu- 
tionary aspirations, when in truth it is their 
deadliest enemy. Yet even so false a fiction 
might deceive some peoples if left unchallenged. 

The mightiest challenge is a United States 
vigorously and unfalteringly leading out for free- 
dom of all suppressed peoples everywhere. 
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Committee in Hibernation / 

Anybody know whatever happened to the 
City-County Transit Committee on Mayor 
Tucker and Supervisor Matthews appointed one 
cold day last winter? This is the group the two 
officials promised to name if voters defeated the 
Transit District plan. The plan was defeated all 
right, and St. Louis and the county have been 
waiting at the stop ever since. 

Assuming the committee hasn't been In hiber- 
nation, or that it hasn't lost its way in the corri- 
dors of City Hall or the County Courthouse, it 
certainly has been operating with a minimum of 
visible motion.*A progress report at this time 
would be in order. 
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A Fine Record 

Every St. Louis county community with a sig- 
nificant Negro school population will have be- 
gun the process of ending segregation by fall. 

That is the welcome news from the office of 
County Superintendent of Schools George W. 
Vossbrink. Taken in connection with the St. 
Louis school system's plan to complete integra- 
tiop next fall, it means that the entire area is 
moving to comply promptly with the decision. 

Kirkwood can properly claim credit as one of 
the county pioneers. That school district ended 
segregation in elementary schools last Septem- 
ber, and will complete the process when its 
splendid new high school opens next fall. Web- 
ster Groves has moved more slowly, but will 
unify its elementary schools next September and 
its high school in 1956. Brentwood has integrated 
its high’ school in part and will complete the 
process for grades 7 to 12 in the fall; we hope 
there will be no delay in taking the next step 
at the elementary level. Ritenour, Ferguson, 
Wellston, Maplewood-Richmond Heights, Ladue 
and Maryland Heights complete the list of dis- 
tricts with substantial numbers of Negro pupils. 
All plan to end segregation next September, 

This record is one to be proud of. Nobody 
needs to pretend that the end of segregation 
involves no problems. It does. But the experi- 
ence of the pioneers shows that those problems 
can be surmounted when they are faced with 
courage and intelligence. St. Louis area school 
officials are to be congratulated for moving 
promptly to provide genuine equality in educa- 
tion for all children regardless of race.

The Broyles bills currently before the 
Illinois Legislature have come under 
attack by a member of President Eisen- 
hower’s Subversive Activities Control 
Board. He is Harry P. Cain, former 
Republican Senator from Washington, 
who called the bills “tragic” and said 
passage of them would produce only 
“regret, sorrow and humiliation.” 


Cain is not trying to interfere with 
Illinois’ legislative process; he is mere- 
ly trying to point out the pitfalls of 
legislation based on suspicion and dis- 
trust. 


He explained that the Federal Gov- 
ernment already has adequate laws to 
deal with Communists and subversion. 
Under the Smith Act, Cain said, Com- 
munist leaders on conviction of know- 
ingly advocating rebellion and violence 


are given five-year sentences. And un. 
der the Internal Security Act registra. 
tion is required of all members and of. 
ficers of the Communist party and “iy. 
dicially identified Communist fronts ” 

He might have added that present 
Illinois laws are sufficient to deal with 
the situation.

(most of it passed in 1919) punishes 
treason and knowledge and concea!. 
ment of treason; forbids advocating 
or assisting in the violent overthrow of 
Government, and prohibits the payment 


of salaries to state employes ad\ ocating 
overthrow, or belonging to groups so 
advocating. 
Why then should the state of Illinois 
get into the obnoxious business of jov. 
alty oaths and duplicating statutes when 
present laws are more than adequate?

DANGER IS MY DESTINY. by Dod Orsborne (with 
Merla Severy). (Prentice Hall, 234 paes., $2.98.) 
This is the thoroughly unacademic 

account of how Dod Orsborne, born 

with brine in his veins, spent a lifetime 
on one extended real-life adventure

DOMESTICALLY, the recent 
news that probably affects us to 
the greatest extent so far as the 
future of our equality in this 
country is concerned, was the 
Supreme Court's opinion on the 
public-school segregation cases. 

The court’s ruling states that 
“all provisions of Federal, state 
or local law requiring or permit- 
ting such discrimination (racial 
discrimination in public educa- 
tion) must yield to this (Consti- 
tutional) principle. There remains 
for consideration the manner in 
which release is to be accorded.” 

That is an unequivocal state- 
ment which every state will have 
to accept. Then it goes on to 
explain that the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States and 
Attorneys General of all states 
requiring or permitting racial 
discrimination in public educa- 
tion were asked to present their 
views on this question. A num- 
ber of states did so. Time is 
given and responsibility laid on 
the public-school systems and 
local courts for enforcing the 
Constitutional principle. It seems 
to be a clear and wise statement, 
with ample time given for con- 
sideration of specific situations. 

The leadership in the South, 
we feel sure, will see that this 
nation cannot stand still in the 
face of the world situation. And, 
while time must be allowed for 
any great change, this nation 
will move forward in its moral 
and spiritual leadership.

HILDREN are curious, even 
C prying. That is nature’s way 

of providing for their devel- 
opment. They need to use their 
eyes and ears to enrich their 
experiences and develop their 
intelligence. But like all of 
nature’s gifts, this one must be 
used with discretion and deli- 
cacy. 


We would not forbid children 
to use their eyes and ears, 
nor to understand what they 
see and hear, but we would 
have them learn to use and 
hear and know without spread- 
ing their knowledge beyond the 
proper limits. Carrying tales is 
not making an intelligent use of 
knowledge, and it is intelligence 
that we must foster. 
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IT IS NATURAL for children 
to be interested in what goes on 
about them and then to tell 
their fathers and mothers about 
it. They must bé listened to with 
grave attention. When the tale 
is told; it must be evaluated 
in terms of good will, kindness, 
good neighborliness.

If the 
story reflects an interest in 
scandal, delight in telling a ma- 
licious story, that must be 
pointed out to the child and he 
must be led to see that to spread 
the story farther would be to 
injure others including himself, 


Oftener than not, the story 
that reaches the outsider is not 
the whole story. Essentials have 
been left out. They always are. 
Many people have suffered in 
silence because speaking out 
would injure others more than 
themselves. One never makes & 
mistake by being kind, by put- 
ting a silencer on a tale of 
trouble. There is sorrow enough 
in the world without adding 
anything to it. 
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THEN THERE IS the child 
to consider. Nobody loves the 
tale-bearer. They who listen 
eagerly to the gossipy story are 
saying within semselves, Il 
must look out for this one. If he 
tells a story like that to me he 
is likely to tell the next one 
about me. “He who carries a 
tale fetches ones.” 

Healthy-minded children soon 
learn discretion. They soon learn 
to keep silence about things they 
have seen and heard and 
they speak at all, speak to their 
mothers or fathers and let it go 
at that. But this must depend, 
as much depends, on the atti- 
tude at home.

Italian Soap Opera 


HE degeneration of much of the realistic postwar Italian 

film movement into sex and soap opera, with an avid eye 

on the American box office, is nowhere better illustrated 
than an “MAMBO,” at the PAGEANT and RICHMOND 
“d/ THEATERS. This is an Italian-American 
production, shown in English, with the lan- 
guage dubbed in for the actors who do not 
speak it well. It was produced by DeLau- 
rentiis-Ponti, directed by the American 
Robert Rossen with an Italian script, re- 
leased by Paramount, and stars Silvano 
Mangano, Michael Rennie, Vittorio Gass- 
nelley Winters and Katherine Dunham. 

The first film starring the voluptuous Miss Mangano 
and Gassman, “Bitter Rice,” was marred by a cheap melo- 
dramatic plot, but it did gain attention by shots of Silvano 
and other beauties in their slips in the barracks or in shorts 
in the rice fields, and a certain note of tawdry realism. The 
next vehicle for the pair, “Anna,” went in for more lurid 
melodramatics. In this, mostly against a background of the 
shabbier side of Venice, we find Silvano as a poor but 
beauteous woiking goil who finds out men are cads—both a 
shady dealer of her own class—Gassman—and a wealthy 


count—Rennie. It harks back to “Nellie,” the Beautiful 
Count—Rennie. It harks back to “Nellie, the Beautiful 
blues. 


Silvano’s boy friend, Vittorio, throws her in the arms 
of the rakish Count at a costume ball in a palace—Vittorio’s 
price being what he gets from sale of his ticket—and the 
girl is made drunk on champagne and seduced by the wicked 
nobleman. So she finds solace in dancing in Miss Dunham’s 
troupe—apparently racially intermixed in Italy. Miss Shel- 
ley as the manager, finds an outlet for her thwarted ambi- 
tions as a ballet dancer in her lovely protege—just why, I 
can't say, because Silvano’s dancing consists only of strik- 
ing a few provocative poses to the throb of a mambo. Sil- 
vano goes back to her boy friend, living in poverty. Shelley 
is so upset she is killed by a truck. Vittorio arranges to 
have Shelley marry the Count because he finds the Count 
is suffering from hemophilia and probably will die the next 
time he gets a nasty cut from a broken champagne glass, 
and they can spend his fortune. Silvano finds riches and a 
glittering palace do not mean happiness; even though she 
actually falls in love with the Count, her mother-in-law is 
on the bitter side. This suffering goes on and on, and 
should have been serialized. 

The voice for Miss Mangano speaks such good English 
one suspects it is an excellent job of dubbing; but it does 
have the husky, sexy quality of the actress. 


Howard Hughes Girly Show 
With “Howard Hughes presents” in front of the title of 
“SON OF SINBAD” at the FOX, you know pretty much 
what to expect, and you're right. A glorification of bosoms, 
beads and baubles in a determinedly silly tale set in old 
Bagdad. Dale Robertson is the son of Sin- 
' bad, an amorous scamp who continuously 
invades the harem of the venal caliph, with 
comedy furnished by Vincent Price as 
Omar Khayyam. Among the beauties are 
Mari Blanchard, Sally Forrest, Lili St. Cyr, 
the burlesque stripteaser, who seems right 
at home, and 40 avenging warrior damsels 
who are the daughters of the Forty Thieves, all of whom 
had been executed by the Caliph. With the secret of Greek 
fire, something like a minor-league napalm, Sinbad, fils, and 
Mari defeated one of the conqueror Tammerlane’s minons 
and make the world safe for sex in SuperScope. I don't 
think this modernized Penny Arcade peep show will be re- 
membered as another milestone in the art of the cinema. 
The co-feature, “CRASHOUT,” is another reason why 
Chief Censor Shurlock of the movie code is being beseiged 
by complaints, both here and in England, about unnecessary 
violence in Hollywood films. It is about six escaped con- 
victs who go to their deaths one by one in a welter of mur- 
der. Any pretext of proving that crime can’t win is smoth- 
ered under its enthusiastic depiction of merciless brutality, 
and even though it is weil acted by William Bendix, Arthur 
Kennedy and others, it has no point except the deliberate 
exploitation of shock effect and sadism. 


Oldster's Fracture

OU’VE no doubt heard that older people who fall and 
Y vest their hips are doomed to lie in bed from then on 

but it’s not always so. A couple of people, aged 92 years, 
found that out. Another man, aged 103 years, also may walk 
again after his broken hip 
was fixed. 


A Wisconsin woman suf- 
fered a broken thigh bone 
close to the hip joint. Her 
physician operated on her 
and repaired the break, 
using a couple of metal 
plates. 

The wound healed per- 
fectly. Three weeks after 
she fell, the woman was 
out of the hospital, though 
DR. SHEPHERD not yet walking. X-ray 
pictures taken six months later showed the bones were in 
good position. She started putting weight on her left hip 
and leg. Then she walked. As her physician puts it, “More 
than three years have passed since the operation and the 
patient soon will be 96 years old. She has completely re- 
covered from the fracture.”

CONSIDER THE NEXT EXHIBIT, which is a case of the 
operation being successful but of the patient dying. Same 
small Wisconsin town, same physician. But, at 92 years, 
pneumonia might be expected to kill a person. However, re- 
garding the broken hip, here’s what happened: 

This man (who'd had a hernia repaired surgically at the 
age of 89 years) fell in December, a week before Christmas. 
X-rays showed a broken hip, a fracture right through the 
meck of the thigh bone. He had a cold, so surgery was 
delayed. 

Three days after the fall, this 92-year-old man was 
operated upon to fix the fracture. The two fragments were 
fitted together, then nailed. That's right, a special kind of 
nail was put in to hold the two parts of the broken bone 
together. Less than two weeks after the fall, nine days after 
the operation, he was discharged from the hospital. 


& @ 

HE WAS ENTIRELY comfortable for the next two and 
one-half months, though not yet walking, still sitting. Then 
he had an attack of bronchopneumonia and died. Though 
he wasn’t yet walking (because his physician likes to give 
older people six months of chair rest after such a mishap), 
it does show he wasn't lying in bed in a hospital ever since 
he'd fallen and broken the hip. 

For real encouragement, consider what is happening to 
another man, aged 103 years. He's still living. He fell last 
September. He was lucky, having only a greenstick, incom- 
plete hip break. Then he fell again, six days before Christ- 
mas. This time he really managed to break his thighbone 
a so-called hip fracture. The surgeon operated, 
put the bones in proper position and then inserted the spe- 
cial nail to hold them. The whole operation took only 20

South acted shrewdly under 
the actual circumstances in tak- 
ing out his partner’s double of 
two hearts.

Bad 6-Year-Old

most of the time,” a mother writes. “However, 
when she is tired, she is a little demon. If she is 
asked to do anything, she'll rebel and if made to do as she 
is asked, she'll do it re- 
luctantly, spitting and kick- 
ing at the same time. 
“This is the part which 
bothers us. She never dis- 
played temper tantrums at 
an earlier age, so what is 
making her do it now? If 
she is spoken to at a time 
like this, she answers in a 
very, very unbecoming 
manner, so unlike times 
whén she is not tired, and 
sometimes it can be very 
embarrassing. 

“She is in the second grade at school and, according to 
the teacher at a recent meeting, she is tops in her elass, 
mentaly and emotionally. She is an only child, but has many 
friends. She is healthy in every respect, and eats and sleeps 
fairly well. 

“When she displays her ‘rage’ I try very hard to 
be quiet and not do or say anything for which I'll be sorry 
(sometimes I'm not successful), and I notice the mood passes 
quickly. If I should scold her, it naturally makes the sit- 
uation worse. If you can help me from the above informa- 
tion, I will be grateful.” 


We can assure you that your little girl's behavior is not 
at all unusual for a 6-year-old. And if she acts in these dis- 
agreeable and unruly ways only when she is tired, she is 
being very good, actually. 

You might be interested to read the description of a 
6-year-old in our recent book entitled, “The Child From 
Five to Ten” (published by Harper). This will show you that 
many other Sixes act as your daughter is doing. 


The fact that she is, at the young age of 614, keeping 
up in second grade shows that she is developing very nicely. 
However, this second grade work may be a slight strain on 
her (since most girls aren't ready for second grade till 7) 
and may be causing her to get a little more tired, and act a 
little worse, than she normally would.

SINCE HER BAD MOODS pass quickly, we think it 
would not be giving in if you walk carefully around her 
when she is tired. Try as much as you can to prevent her 
over-fatigue; but when you notice that she is tired, try very 
hard not to scold, criticize, or command. Sometimes children 
of this age, if fatigued at the end of the day, do best to have 
supper in bed with the radio or phonograph on. Often the 
behavior is worst in the evening, and thus some of the worst 
times can be avoided by this early bedtime. 

If she must be corrected, it usually works best to go 
over situations afterward, when she is not fired, rather than 
trying to correct and improve her right in the middle of the 
bad behavior. 


If this 6-year-old bad spell lasted forever, we would of 
course have to treat it quite differently*But when we realize 
that 6 is an age of tender new growth forces—even though 
they express themselves violently and volcanically—we will 
develop more respect for this period.
